Athlete, Writer, Dies Suddenly

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CHICAGO, March 24.—Walter Her- 


hert Eckersall, three times ail-Amer- 
ican football player and for more than 
20 years nationally known athletic 
authority, died suddenly at the Chi- 
cago Athletic Association. Death was 
due to a heart attack. 


Since last fall when he was the vip- 


tim of influenza. Eckersail failed to 
regain his accustomed vigor, although 
to friends he insited he was in "tip 
top" condition. There was no sus- 
picion of immediate danger although 
influenza had left a weakened heart. 
For several days he had not been feel- 
ing well and was resting in his room 
when C. W. Dunkjuy, a friend, called 
for a visit. He found Eckersall moan- 
ing and death followed within a few 
minutes. 


Another factor in his failing health 


which only his close friends may es- 
timate, was grief over the death of his 
mother a year ago iast fall when Eck- 
ersall was in New York as an official 
for the Army-Notre Dame 
football 


game. There always had been a strong 
bqnd of afeetion and alter the death 
of his father, he made a home for 
her where he lived until her death. 


Eckersall was the most colorful fig- 


ure in the history of American foot- 
ball. He was selected three times on 
Walter Camp's ail-American eleven, 
the first Westerner ever so honored. 
He has been named on practically 
every alltime ail-American eleven by 
every prominent critic. 


Becomes Sports Writer 


After leaving college he became a 


sports writer for the Chicago Tribune 
which position he held to the time of 
his death. His services always were 
in demand as a football official, where 
he was eyceedingly 
popular 
with 


players because of his understandnig 
of their dificulties. He inflicted pen- 
alties 
ruthlessly 
for 
unnecessary 


roughness, but was slow to give pen- 
alties on technicalities without first 
giving a warning. He also was sought 
as arbiter for other sporting events 
when his newspaper word did not in- 
terfere.
